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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

NORTHERN  ASSOCIATION 

OF  THE 

CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  PHILADELPHIA, 

FOR  THE 

RELIEF  AND  EMPLOYMENT  OF  POOR  WOMEN. 


We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desiring  to  give  relief 
to  poor  and  deserving  women  in  our  midst,  have  associated  our¬ 
selves  together  for  the  purpose  of  better  carrying  out  our  inten¬ 
tions,  and  do  hereby  agree  upon  the  following  Constitution  as  our 
rule  of  government : 

Article  I. — This  Association  shall  be  called  “  The  Northern 
Association  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  Belief 
and  Employment  of  Poor  Women.” 

Article  II. — The  members  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
such  women  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  elected  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion  agreeably  to  its  By-Laws. 

Article  III. — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  he  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Acting  Committee, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  stated  meeting  of  the  winter  season. 

Article  IV. — The  object  of  this  Association  shall  he  to  give 
relief  to  poor  and  deserving  women  of  the  City  and  County  of 
Philadelphia,  by  securing  for  them  proper  employment  and  com¬ 
pensation  therefor. 

Article  V. — The  clear  yearly  income  of  real  and  personal  estate 
held  by  the  Association,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars. 

Article  VI. — The  Association  shall  have  power  to  make  By- 
Laws  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the 
land,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  annul  at  pleasure ;  and  a  failure 
to  elect  officers  at  any  time  shall  not  dissolve  the  corporation. 

Article  VII. — If  at  any  time  the  Association  should  be  dis¬ 
solved,  all  the  property  which  it  may  at  th^t  time  hold  shall  be 
applied  to  such  charitable  purposes  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  a 
majority  of  the  members.

TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Northern  Association  for  the  Belief  and  Employment  of 
Poor  Women,  an  institution  that  has  been  indefatigable  in  its 
efforts  to  relieve  suffering  humanity,  makes  its  annual  appeal  to  its 
friends  and  supporters,  and  the  public  generally ;  while  it  gratefully 
solicits  a  continuance  of  past  favors  from  the  former,  desires  also 
to  awaken  an  interest  in  the  latter,  by  presenting  a  statement  of 
the  past  year’s  efforts,  and  forcibly  portraying  the  scope  of  good, 
yet  remaining  to  be  done,  which  limited  means  have  restricted. 

To  give  employment  to  many  more  deserving  females,  would  be 
gratifying  to  this  Association,  which  has  for  its  object  a  twofold 
^mission,  not  being  confined  to  the  giving  of  alms  to  those  rendered 
incapable  of  helping  themselves,  but  also  relieves  those  who  have 
been  reduced  to  this  state  of  humiliation  and  distress  through  in¬ 
ability  to  obtain  employment ;  this  class  receives  encouragement  by 
being  provided  with  sewing,  and  rewarded  for  their  labor,  thereby 
enabling  them  to  help  themselves.  The  donations  that  have  been 
received  by  this  Association  within  the  past  year  have  been  judi¬ 
ciously  disposed  of,  and  we  wish  to  give  here  our  grateful  acknowl¬ 
edgement  to  each  donor  (not  forgetting  the  liberal  annuity  of  I.  V. 
Williamson),  also  the  assurance  that  each  charitable  remembrance 
has  been  bestowed  upon  the  deserving  poor,  thus  brightening  with 
the  light  of  gratitude  many  a  desponding  heart. 

Let  this  soul-stirring  reflection  constitute  a  reward  and  encour¬ 
agement  to  former  patrons,  and  awaken  in  the  public  generally  a 
substantial  interest  in  the  cause  of  Charity. 
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There  have  been  thirty-seven  women  employed,  including  seven¬ 
teen  who  had  work  at  their  homes.  Since  last  Report,  there  have
